An application for injunction to pre- 
vent the execution Friday of Marshall 
Reed, convicted murderer, was denied 
hére today by Superior Court Judge 
James B. Park. 

Overruling the contention of Reed’s 
counsel that there is no official at 
the Milledgeville state prison quali- 
fied under the law to inflict the death 
penalty, the court pointed out that the 
state prison commission has appointed 
a full-fledged warden for the peniten- 
tiary, and held that the state “now 
has a warden who is qualified to elec- 
trocute criminals as provided by the 
legislative act of 1924.” 

Reed was convicted of slaying a 
Walker county deputy sheriff near 
Rossville and Governor Walker last 
week declined to grant his petition for 
executive clemency. 

It was Judge Park, who, by grant- 
ing an injunetion staying the execu- 
tion of Mel Gore, Atlanta murderer, 
threw the whole question of the con- 
stitutionality of the state electric 
chair before the supreme court for re 
view. 

He held at that time that the super- 
intendent of the Milledgeville prison 
was not duly authorized to preside at

Shanghai, January 25.—China’s 
first reaction to the dispatch of Brit- 
ish troops to Shanghai suggests the 
possibility of an early union of all 
factions against the British, which 
was indicated in an interview with 
General Chang W. Hsueh-Liang, son 
of the Mukdea war lord, General 
Chang Tso-Lin, who declared: 

“If the British attempt force I am 
sure every Chinese northerner and 
southerner will 
fend their country. 
our country from foreign aggression, 
even if we do fight among ourselves. 
The ‘aationalist action at Hankow. and

Slemp Presses Bill. 

Cc. Bascom Slemp, former secretary 
to President Coolidge, and represent- 
ing eastern fina. -ciers interested in 
the plan, described the Reece bill to 
the committee as “the best business 
Proposition before congress.” 

Details of the plan were explained 
at the afternoon session by John W. 
Price, of counsel for the corporation. 

Under the bill the corporation would 
lease the property for 50 years, spe- 
cializing in production of fertilizer at 
cost to a government appointed farm 
board for distribution. It would de- 
rive its revenue from power production 
and manufacture of fertilizer by-prod- 
ucts. The corporation would guaran 
tee to maintain the plant for instant 
use for production of munitions in 
event of war, and during that emer- 
gency the property would be operat- 
ed by the government. 

As rental the corporation would pay 
the government $22.27 per kilowatt 
year, the year consisting of 8.760 kilo- 
watt hours. Mr. Price declared the 
rental was higher than that offered in 
other pending proposals. He explained 
also that the corporation would guar- 
antee to return the property to the 
government at the termination of the 
Jease in first-class operating condition 
and would provide an emergency fund 
with which to restore the plant to good 
condition. 

Advantages of Bill. 

The chief advantages of the Reece 
bill over other bids, Price said, was 
that no appropriation by congress 
would be equipped for completion of 
present units or construction of new 
ones, New projects, he said, ‘vould 
be built by the corporation at its 
own cost when they were deemed nec- 
essary by the secretaries of war, agri- 
culture and. commerce.

SWAIN EXECUTION’ 
HALTED BY JUDGE. 

Macon, Ca., January 27.—(#)—A 
supersedeas motion, appealing a habeas 
corpus writ brought in United States 
court here by W. O. Cooper, Jr., attor- 
ney, which was signed today by Judge 
Williar: J. Tilson, of the middle dis- 
trict federal court, automatically stays 
the execution of James A. Swain, who 
was to have died Friday, and appeals 
the case for final decision to the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals. 

Judge Tilson refused to sign a writ 
‘of habeas corpus to prevent the sher- 
iff and jailer of Bibb eccunty from 
“illegally restraining Swain, and to 
prohibit the superintendent and war- 
dens of the state prison farm from il- 


legally executing him on Friday, Jan- 
vary 28,” but. signed the supersedeas 
motion appealing his decision to the 
United States circuit court. Officials 
here were served with copies this 
mornirg and officials at the state 
farm were served later in the day. 

The habeas corpus, refused by 
Judge Tilson, . was based on the 
grounds that Swain, convicted murder- 
er of J. Walter Johnson, 18-year-old 
Macon youth, was deprived of his con- 
stitutional right to a due process of 
law in his trial in the Bibb superior 
court, and also that he was mentally 
deficient and not responsible for his 
actions. 

The action of the trial judge, H. A. 
Matthews, allowing the jury to leave 
the courtroom before the argument in 
the case had been begun, and go on 
the streets of Macon and rehearse the 
killing, without the defendant, his at- 
torney or: Judge Matthews, himself, 
being present, was criticised in the 
habeas corpus petition which is to be 
presented to the circuit court of ap- 
peals. 

Officials here were of the opinion 
that the case would lay dormant until 
October, 1927, when the United States 
circuit court would consider it and 
make a final decision in the case. 

Was in Solitary Cell. 


At the time Judge Tilson granted 
the supersedeas staying the execution 
of the death sentence, Swain was in a 
solitary cell in the Bibb county jail 
waiting to be earried this afternoon 
to Milledveville t. be placed in the 
death cell and prepared for the exe- 
cution Friday. 

Immediately upon serving of the 
petition, Captain Tom McCommon, 
jailer, took Swain from the solitary 
cell and replaced him in the section 
with his former cellmates. 


Swain, now 28 vears of age, killed 
Walter Johnson on the night of De- 
cember 16, 1924. He was indicted by 
the February term grand jury and 
put on trial in the Bibb - superior 


court on February 23, 1925 The 
hearing consumed three days, and the 
jurymen deliberated for only five min- 
utes before they returned a verdict of 
guilty, which carried the death sen- 
tence with it. 

Judge Mathews refused a motion for 
new trial, and the case was appealed 
to the Georgia supreme court, which 
upheld the judgment of the Bibb 
court. The supreme court refused a

Cites Examples. 

At the opening of the hearing Tues- 
day Alfred C. Broom resumed his 
argument, reading at length from 
legal opinions and decisions in efforts 
to show that the proposed consolida- 
tion is contrary to public policy and 
unconstitutional.

“A stockholder has no right to come 
in and say ‘I want money instead of 
going into the consolidation,’ ” said 
Mr. Colquitt. ‘“‘When the legislature 
says you may consolidate, a_ stock- 
holder has no constitutional right to 
say ‘I want money.’” He concluded 
his arguments in behalf of the con- 
stitutionality of the consolidation law. 

Reuben R. Arnold, who delivered 
the opening argument for the plain- 
tiffs, concluded the hearing Tuesday 
afternoon at 5:30 o'clock. He con- 
tinued to attack the formation of the 
Georgia Power company declaring it 
was an attempt to void the lease held 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company and the Georgia Railway 
and Electric company’s properties in 
Atlanta, and thereby reducing them 
to a worthless value.

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Celebrating their annual convention, 
representatives of the Portland Cement 
association in the southeast, with | 
headquarters in Atlanta, held a ban- 
quet at the Capital City club Tuesday 
night. The main speaker of the eve- 
ning was George E. Warren, assistant 
general manager of the Portland Ce- 
ment association, with headquarters in 
Chicago. 

Mr. Warren spoke on the impor- 
tance of making homes fireproof by 
using concrete and stucco in construc- 
tion. Interesting figures were cited 
hy Mr. Warren, showing that of 140.- 
000,000 square vards of concrete used 
fn the United States last vear, 17,- 
000,000 square vards were used in 
the southeast. This is an averace of 
almost 2,000,000 square yards to a 
state, he said. 

William A. Hansell, chief of con- 
struction in Atlanta, said that this 
city ranks fourth in the United States 
in the total amount of square yards 
of concrete pavement. According to 
figures cited by Mr. Hansell there are 
2,700,000 square yards of concrete in 
Atlanta.

Once upon a time there was a young 
man who had just: graduated from 
high school, who set to work to dis- 


cover a new world language such as 
Volapuk and Esperanto. Only Vola- 
puk and Esperanto had not yet been 
thought of. The new “lingua mundi” 
was built upon classic Greek roots. 
The young dreamer called his system 
Ixessoire and was praised by savants 
and linguists in every country of Eu- 
rope.

Mussolini Believes People of This Century Destined To Live in Gloomy Period 
of Past-and Imminent Tragedies—Anticipates Wars Which May Burst 
Upon Humanity With Hurricane Suddenness.

I. War and the Immediate Future 

(Note: The following is the first of three 
articles which will appear exclusively in 
The Constitution and other member news- 
papers of the North American Newspaper 
Alliance. in which Mussolini has outlined the 
| philosophies underlying his statesmanship.) 


“Do you think,” I asked Mussolini, 
“that the skies for mankind are bright- 
ening, that the war that slew 16,- 
000,000 men was not entively in 
vain?’’ 

Mussolini’s lips curled. The rest of 
his face remained cold and impas- 
sive, as if it were chiseled from 
marble. 

“It seems to me,” he remarked, 
“that the twentieth century people are 
destined to live in a gloomy period of 
history, in an age-clouded by tragedy. 
It is our duty to accept that fact like 
men.’ 

“Your excellency,” 
pessimist. Briand .,. 

“Intelligent pessimism,” 
replied, without waiting for 
finish my sentence, “is much 
than unintelligent optimism.” 

*Do you really believe,’’ 
with considerable acerbity, “that the 
war which devastated Europe. if not 
the world, between those terrible years 
of 1914 and 1918, is to be the last 
of which history will bear record?

“It is sometimes claimed,’’ 
jected, “that excessive armaments is 
in itself a cause of war.

Mussolini smiled somewhat contemp- 
tuously. “There is nothing sinister 
about preparation for war. There is 
something very sinister about certain 
phases of pacifism. Ina seuse, every 
assertion of the will to live in a na- 
tion or an individual is a prepara- 
tion for war. 

“The electrification of a railway is 
a preparation for war. An increase 
in the means of communi¢ation of a

country is a preparation for war. A 
ship that takes the sea for the first 
time adds to the resources of a na- 
tion for war. ‘The teaching of a na- 
tion’s history is a preparation for war. 
The glory associated with the name of

“But all these preparations for war 
are insufficient if a people plunge into

Preparation for war involves too many 
ideas that are economic, social, cul- 
tural, to be denounced wholesale by 
pacifists who ta!k about war as if they 
knew what it was and knew how to 
avoid it. It is a duty to avoid war 
whenever possible but it takes the 
highest genius as well as the highest 
character to do that. 
Men Essential Factor. 

‘“Every people that is fit to live 
must prepare itself to defend its exist- 
ence,’ the duce continued. ‘The spir- 
it is more important in that respect 
than the mechanical means. 

“You do not think that it is pos- 
sible in the 20th century to disarm 
a people by restricting the tools of 
war?’ J interjected. “If so, the mak- 
ers of the peace treaty at Versailles 
were sadly mistaken when they at- 
tempted to disarm Germany.’ 

Mussolini smiled. “You cannot,” he 
replied, “disarm a people, unless you 
destroy its manhood. The war misled 
some into the belief that machines are 
more important than men. 

“Society, government, social sys- 
tems, exist not for the production of 
material things as an end. The end 
is the production of men and women 
in the highest state of efficiency and 
well being. 

“All governments, all rulers, come 
to this conclusion in the end I 
thought of this when not so long. ago 
I read the intensely interesting me- 
moirs of Gallieni, He was, you know, 
military governor of Paris in the ear- 
ly days of the world war.

“Although Paris had become an en- 
trenched cump, there’ were no weapons 
to hand out. ‘There were no shells, 
there were no bayonets, there were 
no guns of any caliber. There was 
nothing to signal with. ‘Fhe mobiliza- 
tion had stripped the arsenals and the 
magazines, 

@ “They were terrible days for France, 
those in which from the 26th of Au- 
gust until the 6th of September the 
planus of the German general staff 
were in full development.. The Ger- 
mans had crossed Belgium and were 
turning upon Paris. The Germans had 
reac hed the edge of the Compeigne. 

“One might infer from the record 
of those days that there could be no 
such thing as enough weapons and 
enough ammunition. The same idea 
was at one time in the mind of the 
German General Ludendorff. He de- 
spaired of victory until at the second 
battle of the Somme, he happened to 
louk towards the hills and he saw the 
prospect made pleasing by quantities 
of tanks.” 

Mussolini's words 
He evidently 
scene he described. 

“So far.” he continued, “the facts 
seem to suggest that machines and 
weapons are more important than 
men, In due time, the discovery is 
made that men are more important 
than machines. Men can make ma- 
chines, but machines cannot make 
men. 

“Machines can be standardized and 
turned out upon a pattern one after 
another in a series. Men cannot be 
turned out like that. The effort is 
sometimes made. It fails. Then 
there is the factor of time. 

“A machine can be made in a year. 
Frederick the Great calculated that 
it took 18 years to turn out a man 
for his army in the lowest grades. 
And it takes more than 18 years to 
turn out the right kind of man. Men 
make machines but machines do uot 
make men. 

“Woe to a world that sets out to 
produce men and ends only in pro- 
ducing machines!’ 

“But does not fascism tend to re- 
duce life to the uniformity of. a ma- 
chine? Does it not exact machine- 
like obedience from men?” 

Liberty Not Absolute Idea. 

Mussolini smiled, this time indul- 
gently. “Fascism is opposed to ex- 
cessive individualism. On the con- 
trary, we believe in variety, differen- 
tiation, the essential inequality of 
man. 

“What impresses me about our own 
century in history is the sameness it 
has established in life all over the 
world. In past ages, when men went 
from one country to another, they 
were impressed by the differences they 
discovered. ‘Today, they are astonish- 
ed by the points of resemblance. be- 
tween countries sometimes very re- 
mote from one another. 

“The folklore of the races is being 
obliterated because capitalism, as it 
is called, tends to make the life of 
the whole world uniform. There is 
a general leveling. We seem to live 
all ever the world in terms of the 
same rhythm. We read the 
news. We eat the same food, even 
if some of us avoid meat. We wear 
the same clothes or we rend more and 
more to do so. 

“We believe in the right of the in- 
dividual to lead. its own life, so long 
as its interests do not conflict with 
those of the state.” 

“Ts it possible to find a formula to 
reconcile fascism and personal lib- 
erty?” 

Again a smile, this time somewhat 
cryptic. 

“The conception of liberty is not 
absolute because there is no concep- 
tion that can be absolute. Liberty 
changes its form as time changes the 
face upon civilization. What is lb- 
in time of peace is not liberty 
in time of war. There is a liberty 
in good times when all things can be 
gained easily but this is not “the same 
as the liberty enjoyed in hard times. 

“Liberty is even at times a struggle 
between the individual and the state, 
between the state that seeks to cen- 
tralize and the individual who seeks 
to remain unhampered by authority. 

“For the individual, left to him- 
self, is one who, unless he be a saint, 
or a hero, will pay no taxes, will 
obey no laws, will enlist in no war. 
He calls this insubordination by the 
name of liberty. 

“Liberty does not exclude discipline. | 
Many there are who love discipline 
until it imposes its rigors upon ooo 
selves, 

“Hard Times” Relative Matter. 

“Democracy.” Mussolini continued, 
“does not really know half the time 
what it wants but when it knows what 
it wants it is irresistible. The prob- 
lem of democracy is to find out what 
it wants. 

“The 18th and 19th centuries ex- 
perimented with democracy. In the 
2Uth century, democracy should reach 
its maturity. It must find out what 
it wants. In Italy, fascism is the 
self-realization of democracy. The 
20th will be the century of fascism.” 

“Will fascism lighten the gloom 
which you predict for the immediate 
future of our country? Will it make 
the fate of the average man less 
hard?” 

“It will,” Mussolini replied. ‘““More- 
over the statement that times are hard 
may only indicate an increase in the 
scale of our wants. There may be 
greater prosperity than ever before in 
the world’s history, neutralized by the 
rise in the standard of living. 

“The standard of living may be the 
unsuspected eause of hard times. To 
maintain the 20th century family 
standard of living, it may be neces- 
sary for husband and wife both to 
labor. In the morning, he may leave 
the home early to go to the factory. 
She may leave the home just as ear- 
ly to go. to the office.

“It may be 
true that more Harvard men than 
Princeton men were injured in the 
games between the two colleges, but 
it is not surprising. Men of the type 
of Treat, Keck, Dickenson, McMillan 
and Gilroy are built of tougher fibre 
than the Harvard players of recent 
years. ‘They are better fitted to stand 
the gaff. 

“It is a pity that a small minority 
who talk too loud and too long sho.ld 
put Harvard in a false light before 
other colleges and before the public 
at large.”
